THE KaT# WATHRS TRAGEDY. 
ARREST OF 8OME OF THE OREW—THE 

SERANG'S STORY, : . 

The 8, S. Ulysses, which arrived here to- 
day from Liverpool and Singapore, brought 
seven mombers of the crew of the ill-fated 
parque Kate Waters, They Were sont here 
by the authorities of Singapore in charge 
of seven constables, and are as nice 8 Bot 
‘of outthroat-looking rascals aa one would 
wish to meet anywhere. One.of the seven 
is; we believe, o native of Mauritius and 
speaks English very well, while he appears 
to be morb of a Negro than a Malay. ‘This 
man is kept separate from the other six, os 
he is a witness against them. His version 
of the story is that the vessel lay for ‘about 
fifteen days outside Green Island aftor she 
cloared out of Hongkong, that she then 
beat up, and-after. about three weeks’ 
battling ‘against a head wind got closo 
to the coast of Formosa, The Captain, 
he says, was a man of & very violent tem- 
per; and ho used to drink very freely. He 
was in the habit of continually beating and 
knocking the men about; the mate and 
gsécond mate were not so bad, but they also 
beat tho men, instigated by the Captain. 
The last time the Captain was seen alive 
by this man (the Serang) was the evening 
before he was murdered. He had asked 
the mon if all was quiet forward, and he 
replied that it wae. The Serang. then 
went and turned in, and he believes tho 
Captain did tho same, “The Chief Ofilcer 
wos on watoh, but was oftan in the habit of 
taking forty winks when all was quieti 


| The Sorang had no edspicions of what was 


going to, oscur, and the first intimation ‘he 
had ‘of anything . unusual having’ taken 
place wos his being awakened by the ebip 
rolling heavily, He got up went ont 
on deck and found the crew putting the 
vessel before the wind... He enquired who 
gave them orders, and they told him never 
to mind, On going-aft he saw q lot of blood 
on the decks, and Jearnt from the cook (a 
Chinaman) that the Captain and. the other 
two Buropednd lind been murderod. ‘There

cook, steward, and carpenter, the Serang 
and nine Malay. seamen: The Malayo-took 
oharge of the ship and ordered tho Serdng 
to steer for.

The King of Siam 
appears to have got hold of tho story, cou- 
tioned the Serang to keep out of night, and 
then put him into a smail cage whqro he 
was detained for one month. ‘fhree out of 
the nine Malays “ smelta rat” end escaped, 
the other six, with the Serang, being sent 
to Labuan, then:to Singapore end finally 
on to this port. They will probably be 
taken before: the Magistrate to-morrow, 
when the true state of affairs may be 
made known.

LI YANG-TSAI'S REBELLION, 

The Shen-Pao (Shanghui) has received a 
letter from Haiphong, giving some more 
intelligence about the movements of Li 
Yong-tsai in Tonquin, When he first 
crossed the border he was éareful to allay 
the general apprehension of the public by 
paying full price for everything he bought. 
The ‘Tonquin officials applied to the French 
at Haiphong. fpr sid; and one hundred 
soldiers were lent to them, but wero sent 
back shortly afterwards on account of 
difficulties in paying them. Li first made 
gn alliance with a man named Tar, into 
whosq stronghold he retired, taking hie 
family there to put them in a place of 
safety. This stronghold lies betwoen the 
shore and a tract of fertile country, sur- 
rounded by mountains, and only approached 
by a narrow path, which one man could 
hold against an atmy. “On issuing from 
this place Li wont first to Peining,.o town 
with but a.small population, and consisting 
merely of official residences and betel-nut 
plantations. Ho sent a messenger before 
chim to say that he wished to seo the 
Governor, .and rode into the town with a 
small body-guard, leaving his army a few 
miles away.. He told the Governor that 
ho was in want of provisions and powder, 
and handed him two thousand taels to be 
spent in buying them Tho Governor 
declined to make any purchases for him 
without authority from the Government, 
to which Li replied. that the application 
would take longer: time than ho could wait, 
and that if the things were not forthcom- 
ing in three days he would help himeclf. 
Before the time elapsed the’ supplies were 
sent into his camp. Li then marched on 
Taiyuan, (a town about one hundred miles 
north-west from Haiphong). ‘On his way 
he had to pass a town of. great sizo called 
Lung-yen-tang, Though ‘unwalled, it is 


surrounded’ by a dense thicket and a}. 


large moat crossed by drawbridges, and is 

fell’ srpplied with artillery ond skilled 
gunners, It had been unsuccessfully be- 
sieged’ by tho black and yellow flag 
banditti, The townspeople refusing to let 
Li pass, he attacked the town, and took it 
on the fourth day, with a lous of more than 
four hundred men. Leaving a garrison 
there, he next marched to meet a Viceroy 
named Huang, who had been sont against 
him. The Viceroy, not ‘considering him- 
self strong enengh, made ‘on alliance with 
the black flag chief Lin. Lin, having only 
8 few hundred men aovailablo, sent to Ling- 


shan in'Kwangtung, of which District he, | 


as well as Li, is e native, for five hundred 
recruits, | Beforo. they could arrive, Li en- 
gaged and defeated the Viceroy. The result 
of the battle is ascribed in great measure 
to the best of the Viceroy'’s elephants, 
whick had formerly dono good service, 
refusing to advance and-standing motion. 
less'in front of the lind till it was shot. Li 
afterwards endeavoured to gain the friend: 
ship of Lin by writing to him, and by with- 
drawing his troops when Lin attacked him.
